West Walian man (53) is 
caught in Bridgend after 
grooming 12-year-old ‘girl’ 


A MAN from west 
Wales believed he 
was grooming a 12- 
year-old ‘girl’ 
called ‘Beth’ from 
Bridgend on the 
internet, Cardiff 
Crown Court was 
told. 

But it was all part of a 
covert operation by 
South Wales Police 
which resulted in him 
being put behind bars for 
21 months. 

David Williams, 53, 
unemployed, of Hafan- 
yr-Efail, Llanon, 
Cardiganshire, pleaded 
guilty to five charges of 
arranging the 
commission of child sex 
offences. 

Judge Philip Richards 


said: “There is no doubt 
his intentions were 
serious. It was very 
disturbing behaviour.” 

He told the defendant: 
“I have given very much 
consideration to this 
case. You had 
conversations with a 
person you believed was 
a child and the nature of 
them increased in 
seriousness.” 

He added: “You were 
clearly grooming that 
child, intending to use 
her for sexual purposes.” 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg 
said: “The police set up 
a covert operation, a 
type of sting. It was a 
legitimate way of 
dealing with people 
involved in such 
activities.” 

The ‘girl’ was 


contacted by the 
defendant on the internet 
using the name ‘Welsh 
Gambler’ from 
Aberystwyth. 

He said he liked 
talking to younger 
women and believed she 
was “cute”. 

During one 

conversation, he said he 
wanted to meet her in 
Bridgend, buy her 
jewellery and clothes 
and take her to the 
cinema. He said he 
would also buy her 
underwear and asked her 
to call him ‘Uncle 
David’. 

He indicated that he 
would travel to 
Bridgend, go to the 
cinema with her and to 
Porthcawl beach, where 
they would cuddle and 


Blaengarw man (18) 
is ‘source of concern’ 


A POLICE dog handler and a 
helicopter were called out 
when a man went missing after 
saying he was going to kill 
himself. 

Bryan Hosking (18) of Blaengarw, 
admitted two charges of possessing a 
bladed item and one of causing 
criminal damage. 

He was sent to a young offender 
institution for eight months, the 
sentence suspended for two years. 

Prosecutor Leah Pollard said that on 
July 28 at about 11pm, the defendant’s 
family contacted the police. He was 
seen leaving his home with a knife and 
then was heard saying he was going to 
kill himself. 

Officers eventually found him in 
Blaengarw Woods and he threw the 
knife to the ground. 

He told them he was camping. 
When arrested, he became extremely 
violent, denied saying he was going to 
kill himself and added that he didn’t 
intend hurting anyone. 

He said the knife was to protect 
himself from wild animals, said Miss 


Pollard. 

He was released on bail but on 
August 3, was ordered off a bus 
between Sarn and Blaengarw after 
complaints about him and others 
smoking. 

Hosking headbutted a protective 
screen and threw a bottle at the bus 
door, causing damage of £500. When 
arrested, he was again found to be in 
possession of a knife. 

His solicitor, Giles Hayes, said: “He 
is in a precarious position. For some 
months, his behaviour has improved 
remarkably, but he relapsed into drink 
and possibly drugs. He has been in 
custody for five weeks.” 

He added: “His family have tried 
very hard with him and he is not a lost 
cause.” 

Recorder Paul Hopkins said: “You 
have had chance after chance to 
address your behaviour. You have 
been a menace and a source of concern 
to your family.” 

He was ordered to pay defence costs 
of £180 and compensation to the bus 
company of £100. 


kiss. The prospect of 
this, he said, made him 
feel “excited and 
naughty”. 

He also indicated that 
he wanted to teach her 
things about sex and 
touch her private parts. 

On one occasion, the 
girl told him that her 
parents had ‘grounded’ 
her. He suggested they 
went to the Odeon 
cinema at 
McArthurGlen, 
Bridgend, and he 
indicated he would be 
naked in his car. 

He was later arrested 
outside the cinema in 
McArthurGlen. He had 
£100 in cash and 


pictures of children. 

Said Mr Trigg: “This 
was all very serious. 
Within two weeks, 
conversations went from 
non-sexual matters to 
matters involving sex.” 

Williams’ solicitor, 
Rhodri Chudleigh, said: 
“There was grooming, 
planning and an age 
disparity. No sexual 
activity actually took 
place. In the past, he 
has difficulties with 
adult relationships.” 

He was ordered to 
register as a sex offender 
for 10 years, and was 
also made subject to a 
sexual harm prevention 
order for 10 years. 


Ogmore Vale 
man used fork 
to attack wife 


A MAN who, in a 
drunken rage, 
attacked his wife 
when armed with a 
fork, has been jailed 
for eight months, 
suspended for two 
years, at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Colin Jones (55), a 
man with no previous 
convictions, of Adare 
Street, Ogmore Vale, 
admitted a charge of 
causing Karen Jones 
actual bodily harm. 

He was told by 
Recorder David Aubrey 
QC: “I accept the offence 
was wholly out of 
character and your wife 
indicated it was not your 
normal behaviour. After 
an argument, you 
assaulted her with a fork, 
injuring her legs and 
neck. It was a terrifying 
experience, I am sure.” 


Prosecutor Leah 
Pollard said Mrs Jones 
had been extremely 
distressed when seen by 
the police. She had stab 
marks to her neck and 
puncture wounds to her 
leg. 

She confirmed to the 
police that her husband 
had attacked her with a 
fork when drunk. 

“He chased her into a 
bedroom, where she 
ended up on her back. 
There was a large amount 
of blood on the bed and 
the carpet,” she said. 

Jones’ solicitor, Robert 
Adamec, said he had 
warned his client that the 
case could involve 
imprisonment. 

Jones was also ordered 
to carry out 150 hours 
unpaid work, and to pay 
£425 costs, £180 
criminal court charge and 
£100 victim surcharge. 


TAT DUCKS COULD BE KILLED 
BY KINDNESS’- COUNCIL WARNS 



THE Council is 
urging visitors to 
beauty spots such as 
Wilderness Lake 
and Pwll-y-Waun in 
Porthcawl to curb 
the age-old habit of 
feeding them 

crumbs of bread. 

A spokesman said: 
“Too much starch makes 
birds bloated and 
lethargic, and can also 
cause a deformity called 
‘Angel Wing’ which 
stops them from flying. 

“Leftover bread is 
also known to cause 
other major problems as 
it encourages algae that 
affect the levels of 
oxygen and bacteria in 
the water, while another 
peril of bread crumbs is 
lurking on the riverbank 
as the extra scraps of 
food that are readily 
available near lakes and 


ponds are attracting the 
unwanted attention of 
rodents.” 

Coun Hywel 

Williams, Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council (BCBC) cabinet 
member for 

communities, said: “The 
council’s pest control 
contractor places baited 
traps around local lakes 
and ponds to keep 
rodent numbers under 
control, but we are 
finding that the rats 
aren’t visiting the traps 
so much at the moment 
as they can find plenty 
of food elsewhere 
around the water’s edge 
due to the amount of 
bread that is thrown.” 

Mark Simpson, from 
the Wildfowl and 
Wetlands Trust (WWT), 
said: “Feeding the ducks 
is an age-old pastime. 
Enjoying that simple 


connection with nature 
is, for many, what 
sparked a life-long love 
for nature, but it’s worth 
knowing that it is 
possible to kill with 
kindness. 

“A diet of lots and lots 
of white bread wouldn’t 
be good for you or me, 
and it isn’t good for 
birds either. They don’t 
get enough nutrients to 
stay healthy and, what’s 


more, a lot of food goes 
uneaten and pollutes the 
water, causing further 
health problems. 

“If you would like to 
feed ducks, geese or 
swans, then try not to 
feed too much or too 
often. Don’t forget, 
other people are 
probably doing the 
same. Rather than bread, 
try feeding them 
specially-made balanced 


bird food that can be 
purchased from pet 
shops and vets. 

“No matter what food 
you provide though, 
only offer bite-sized 
pieces that the birds can 
easily consume without 
choking or struggling, 
and please stop feeding 
if the birds aren’t 
interested and are 
leaving the food 
uneaten.” 


Brackla ‘drugs den’ 
uncovered and 
destroyed by police

A REAL ‘drugs 
den’ in a wooded 
area in the Brackla 
area of Bridgend 
has been destroyed 
by police. 

The structure - which 
even had what has been 
described as a ‘dealing 
table’ carved into the 
trunk of a fallen tree - 
was dismantled by 
officers on Monday, 
September 7, days after 
it was discovered. 

It was built in a 
wooded area which lies 
between Archdeacon 
School, Kaitlyn’s 
Kitchen and Sheppards 
Vets. The dense 
woodland became a 
focus for the local 
neighbourhood policing 
team after locals told 
them about people 
acting suspiciously near 
the area. 

Officers targeted the 
woods with patrols and 
came across a den where 
it is believed cannabis 
was dealt and sold. 

As a result of the 
investigation, two males 
were arrested for 
cannabis possession 
within a week. 

The den itself, which 
was camouflaged with 
branches and had a 
tarpaulin roof, no longer 
exists but officers will 
continue to patrol the 
area. 


Inspector Richard 
Weber, said: “I’d like to 
thank the 

neighbourhood team, in 
particular PCSO Steve 
Bowen, whose 

determination led to the 
recent discovery and 
subsequent arrests. This 
news has been 
welcomed by those who 
helped to raise the alarm 
and I am in no doubt it 
will reassure others in 


the area. It just goes to 
show how important the 
community are in 
tackling local drug 
problems.”

Council to give advice 
on new consumer law 


AHEAD of changes to 
consumer law coming into 
effect next month, Bridgend 
County Borough Council’s 
Trading Standards Service is 
providing a free seminar for 
local businesses to provide 
training covering the new 
Consumer Rights Act 2015. 

From October 1, the Consumer 
Rights Act 2015 will affect all 
businesses that deal with, or are closely 
linked with, the supply of goods, 
services and digital content to 
consumers. It will replace laws such as 
the Sale of Goods Act 1979 and will 
make changes to consumers’ rights, the 
obligations of businesses and unfair 
terms. 

A one-day seminar at the Innovation 
Centre in Bridgend Science Park on 
Wednesday, September 30, will give 
businesses training on how the changes 
will impact on them. There will also 
be an opportunity for businesses to ask 
questions and discuss their own 
experiences, as well as learning about 
the services that local regulators can 
provide to businesses to help them deal 
with changes in law. 

Officers from the council’s Trading 
Standards team will be among the 


speakers on the day, along with Hugh 
James Solicitors, who will talk about 
subjects such as how businesses can 
work more effectively with regulators. 

Officers from Trading Standards 
have already visited Bridgend and 
Maesteg markets over the last few 
weeks to raise awareness of the new 
Act and to offer business advice and 
support on a range of issues. 

Coun Charles Smith, member of the 
joint committee for shared regulatory 
services, said: “Trading Standards 
officers work closely with their 
colleagues in the council’s Economic 
Development Unit and the Bridgend 
Business Forum to help businesses to 
understand their obligations and know 
their rights.” 

“We want to remind businesses that 
we are here to help, and are happy to 
give guidance and advice where 
necessary. There is also a Trading 
Standards business mailing list that 
local businesses can sign up to so that 
they stay up-to-date with relevant news 
and events.”

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‘Loved, adored, a rebel, 
a gentleman’ — farewell 
to Bryn of The Damned

BRYN MERRICK, 
who was born in 
Barry and became 
the bass player 
with legendary 
punk band The 
Damned , died at 
Llandough 
Hospital on 
Saturday, 
September 12, 
following a battle 
against cancer. 

Bass player Bryn 
(56) became a member 
of The Damned in 1983, 
but made his name with 
a local Welsh punk band 
called Victimize. 

Bryn’s close friend 
Andy Johnson 
announced the sad news 
of his death on 
Facebook on Saturday 
and earlier this week 
spoke to The 


Glamorgan GEM of his 
fond memories of Bryn. 

“On behalf of his 
daughter, Ella, and his 
sons, Richard and 
Christian, it is with so 
much sadness that I 
announce that my best 
friend, Bryn Merrick, 
passed away, peacefully, 
this morning, after a 
long battle with cancer 
at Llandough Hospital 
near Cardiff. 

“He was loved and 
adored by everyone 
who met him. He was a 
true rebel and lived life 
in the fast lane. 

“If you made friends 
with him, it was for life. 
He hadn’t a bad bone in 
his body. 

“Everyone who knew 
him, knew of his crazy 
character and there will 
be plenty of stories to 
tell in the coming weeks 
and months. 



“But, when all is said 
and done, he was just a 
‘great bloke’! He 
adored his daughter, 
Ella, who he kept in 
touch with despite the 
thousands of miles 
between them, and I 
know Ella truly thought 
of him as her hero, 
which he was!

I’ve known 
Bryn since I was 10 
years old and we’ve 
laughed, argued, fought, 
got drunk, got stoned, 
made music and done 
many crazy things 
together but always 
remained true friends. 

“On behalf of Ella, 
Richard and Christian 
and all those close to 
Bryn I would like to say 
goodnight, God bless to 
a true gentleman. Rest 
in peace.” 

Andy explained that 
he first met a young 
Bryn in an unusual way. 

“He gate-crashed my 
10th birthday party! 
He’d brought me a 
plastic sports car so he 
was forgiven instantly.” 

The two lads became 
firm friends. 

“Bryn was a year 
older than me. He lived 
with his parents on 
Barry Road, but joined 
us playing up on the 
Buttrills Estate. 

“Musically, he liked 
Bowie and I liked 
Slade, but we both got 
into Hawkwind, Led 
Zeppelin, Deep Purple 
and Black Sabbath. 

“He bought a ‘violin 
bass’ off my brother 
Tony and I bought a 
jumbo acoustic guitar. 
We used to play in the 
bedroom and out in the 
garden.” 

Their introduction to 
punk came courtesy of a 
friend, Steve Alexander, 
who had been tuning in 
to John Peel and told 
them “Listen to this!” It 
was ‘Hanging Around’ 
by The Stranglers. 


Along with Andy 
James on vocals and 
Mike Rudman on 
drums, Bryn and Andy 
formed Victimize. 

Bryn joined The 
Damned in 1983 and 
was part of the band’s 
most successful album 
‘ Phantasmagoria’ 
released in 1985. He 
also played with the 
Phantom Chords. 

Andy recalled: “He 
returned to live in 
Cardiff with his wife 
and daughter in around 
1991. We met up and 
founded Bug - writing 
our own stuff, lots of 
his ideas came to the 
fore. We went on to do 
local and national gigs.” 

For a while, quite 
naturally, family life 
took precedence in their 
lives, but fate had 
another surprise in 
store. 

“In 2010, we had a 
chance meeting at Barry 
Island. I said: ‘Hey, you 
need to play again’.” 

And they did! 

They had always 
loved the New York 
punk band The 
Ramones and formed a 
tribute band The 
Shamones along with 
Andy’s brother Dave on 
drums. 

“We played at 
festivals across the 
country for five years. A 
lot of Damned fans 
would come along to 
see us. People would 
turn up with albums for 
Bryn to sign.” 

Andy is thankful that 
he was able to visit 
Bryn for a final time. “I 
was lucky enough to see 
him. It is devastating.” 

He said his thoughts 
were with Ella, Richard, 
Christian and the rest of 
Bryn’s family.

Tom Hardy (and Tom Hardy!) 

excel in entertaining, but not 
exceptional, gangster biopic 


W HEN Guy 
Ritchie 
released 
Lock, Stock and 
Two Smoking 
Barrels in 1998, it 
spawned a stream 
of British crime 
films that 
attempted to 
capitalise on its 
success. 

While some were 
exceptional ( Gangster 
No.l ) there were plenty 
that clogged up the 
straight-to-video/DVD 
displays, most of them 
starring Danny Dyer. 

However, the genre 
has undergone 
something of a 
renaissance, and the 
story of the most 
notorious British 
gangsters, the Kray 
twins, having been 
filmed back in 1991 with 
Spandau Ballet’s Kemp 
brothers in the title roles, 
is told for 21st century 
audiences in Legend. 

It sees Tom Hardy 
play both Ronnie and 
Reggie Kray, near 
identical twins, whose 
reign of crime and terror 
across the east end of 
London in the 1960s is 
the stuff of (you guessed 


it) legend. As times 
change, and gangsters 
challenge the Kray’s 
rule, it sees the twins 
fight back to hold on to 
what they see as theirs... 

While the mythical 
status the Kray brothers 
have developed over the 
years says much about 
British people’s love of 
rogues, their name isn’t 
necessarily the thing that 
sells this story; instead 
it’s that Tom Hardy is 
essaying both brothers. 

Gimmicky? Perhaps a 
little, but also intriguing 
and interesting to boot, 
with the actor one of the 
more eminently 
watchable performers 
working today. 

Legend , then, is a film 
that has to transcend the 
charisma of its lead and 
create something 
engaging and attention- 
grabbing; what it is is a 
film that works as a 
comedy-drama, 
moments of humour 
(black or otherwise) 
rubbing up against 
moments of violence. 

It’s tone isn’t entirely 
dissimilar to Chopper, 
the 2000 film that told 
the story of Australian 
criminal Mark Read, but 
while it suited that film, 
here it sometimes feels

tonally jarring at times. 

Framed by a 
voiceover from Reggie’s 
wife Frances (played 
with superb vulnerability 
by the underrated Emily 
Browning), it’s her 
recollections of the 
brothers and their 
actions and behaviour. 
Given that both are 
played by Hardy, the 
definitions between 
them, both as characters 
and through the actor’s 
performance, are 
beautifully realised. 

Reggie is the roguish 
charmer, a natural fit for 
Hardy’s magnetic 
onscreen presence, while 
Ronnie is the 
unbalanced, psychotic 
other half of the same 
coin. While Hardy 
attacks Ronnie with 
greater relish (many of 
the laughs coming from 
his behaviour) there’s 
also the constant air of 
menace around him, like 
a bomb that could go off 
at any time. 

That Hardy can create 
such similar yet 
distinguishable 
performances is a 


testament to his ability, 
and along with 
Browning, and a raft of 
smaller performances, 
the piece is well-acted. 

Behind the camera is 
Brian Helgeland, taking 
on both writing and 
directing duties, and the 
American director seems 
a little lost in translation. 

Visually, the period is 
brought to life well, the 
edge and cool of 1960s 
London visible 
throughout, but there are 
times when you feel we 
are seeing London 
through an American’s 
eyes, with the odd cliche 
here and there and a 
score that often lays on 
melodrama. 

The script itself tells 
the story of the brothers’ 
rise and fall well, but 
doesn’t really dig too 
deeply into the 
characters; in a way it 
plays to the public 
perception of them 
rather than getting into 
their psyche, which 
works given how the 
film plays as a snapshot 
of them rather than an 
all-encompassing biopic. 

There isn’t much 
depth, other than from 
the tragic Frances. Her 
story is the emotional 
core of the film. 

Helgeland’s script 
also treads the line well 


between painting the 
brothers in a heroic light 
and demonising them. If 
it skews a little more to 
the former than the 
latter, then it isn’t that 
much of an issue, 
Hardy’s magnetic 
performance seeing to 
that, but by the end of 
the film you are left in 
no doubt of their dark 
sides. 

It lacks a degree of 
pace, and peaks a little 
early (albeit with a 
saddening gut punch), 
but Legend makes for an 
entertaining take on the 
story of the Krays, 
shepherded by a truly 
superb pair of turns by 
Tom Hardy. 

VERDICT: An above 
average film containing 
an incredible set of 
performances, what 
Legend lacks in narrative 
guile and direction is 
more than made up for 
through Tom Hardy’s 
excellent performances 
as Reggie and Ronnie 
Kray, and Emily 
Browning’s subtle, 
fragile turn as the 
former’s wife. Not quite 
a glorious success, it’s 
still a smart and stylish 
effort. Enjoyable.

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Dad’s ‘thank you’ to charity for looking after Sophie 



THE father of a 16- 
year-old with a rare 
genetic condition 
took part in Ty 
Hafan’s Taff Trail 
Cycle Challenge to 
raise funds for the 
charity that has 
been a lifeline for 
his family. 

David Lewis and his 
team - the ‘Tesco 
Trailers’ - joined 280 
cyclists for Ty Hafan’s 
annual fundraising event 
along the picturesque 
route from Brecon to 
Cardiff. 

The father-of-three 
tackled the Half Taff 
Cycle Challenge, starting 
from Merthyr Tydfil, to 
thank Ty Hafan for 


supporting his daughter, 
Sophie, and his family 
since 2004. 

Sophie is one of only 
around 50 people in the 
UK to be diagnosed with 
CDKL5 - a rare genetic 
condition that results in 
seizures and severe 
developmental issues. 

Her condition requires 
24-hour care and she is 
unable to walk or talk. 
Despite her difficulties, 
Sophie brings a great 
deal of happiness to her 
family, and the staff at Ty 
Hafan love to spoil her 
when she visits the 
hospice in the Vale. 

Looking back at 
Sophie’s early life, her 
mum, Jane, said: “Sophie 
was born on June 26, 




1999 and it was the 
happiest day of my life. 
My pregnancy was 
normal but the birth was 
horrendous. I was in 
labour for three days and 
then ended up having a 
C-section. 

“Sophie did not need 
any special care and we 
came home with our little 
bundle of joy and 
enjoyed a blissful 15 
weeks. Sophie, in those 
early weeks, was a 
wonderful baby. She fed 
well and slept well, 
everything was bliss. I 
can honestly say I had no 
concerns whatsoever.” 

But when Sophie was 
15 weeks old, out of 
nowhere, she suffered 
her first seizure. 

“The day she had her 
first seizure changed me 
completely. I can 
honestly say I’m a 
different person now,” 
said Jane. 

“The fear grips you 
inside. It was the first 
time I had seen anyone 
have a seizure and I was 
watching my daughter go 
through it. We were in 
the car and she was in her 
car seat asleep at the 
time. I was screaming at 
my husband and we 
drove straight to the 
hospital. 

“We arrived, and when 
we were called in to see 
the doctor, she started 
fitting again in my arms. 
Needless to say we were 
admitted straight away, 
and we made that 
hospital our home for the 
next four months.” 

Over the following 
days, Sophie’s fits 
continued. On one day, 
she suffered more than 
50 seizures. 

“Every test came back 
as normal so, because of 
this and being young and 
naive, I just assumed 
they would get her 
medication sorted and we 


would get home and 
enjoy things again,” said 
Jane. “Little did I know 
the seizures would still 
be dominating our lives 
16 years later.” 

Sophie’s referral to Ty 
Hafan couldn’t have 
come at a better time. 
The couple also had their 
two-year-old son, 

Thomas, to care for and 
were in need of 
additional support to help 
with their daughter’s 
complex needs. 

David from Leckwith 
said: “Ty Hafan has been 
incredible. It has been 
hard at times, but their 
support makes life a lot 
easier. 

“They look after all of 
Sophie’s care needs 
when we visit so we can 
have a rest and do normal 
things like go out for a 
meal or go on holiday. 

“Sophie has a fantastic 
time at Ty Hafan. She 
loves the sensory room 
and the hydrotherapy 
pool and our other two 
boys love it there as 
well.” 

Dave, a maintenance 
worker at Tesco, supports 
Ty Hafan whenever he 
can and encourages his 
employers to help out as 
well. 

“Tesco donated loads 
of toys to the children 


last Christmas and I went 
along with other staff 
members to help wrap 
the presents. They also 
donated a road bike, a 
Hudl and gift cards as 
raffle prizes. We’d also 
like to thank Memory 
Lane Cakes for donating 
cakes. 

“Jane also volunteers 
with Ty Hafan and helps 
the fundraising team with 
admin at Christmas time. 
We enjoy giving 
something back as they 
have done so much for 
our family.” 

David is now looking 
forward to planning more 
fundraising activities 
next year. 

“I really enjoyed 
taking on the Taff Trail 
Cycle Challenge and was 
really pleased that I was 
able to give something 
back to help other 
families. We are already 
planning to complete the 
full route next year and 
are even thinking about 
doing the Ty Hafan 
Three Peaks Challenge 
next June as well.”

New houses and problems 
regarding rights of way 


1 REFER to the council’s recent press 
notice about the public being allowed 
to speak at right-of-way sub¬ 
committee meetings reported in The 
GEM on September 3. 

New houses have been built over recorded public 
rights of way at Pencoedtre Lane (Taylor Wimpey), 
White Farm (Persimmon), Trem Echni (Taylor 
Wimpey), and there is an intention for Redraw to 
build over public rights of way in Wenvoe. 

What is going on? Planning and public rights of 
way go hand in hand, so why are the update reports 
not reported to the planning committee that meets 
monthly, but instead go to the Local Access Forum 
that only meets twice a year or so?

B efore vale 

Leader Coun 
Neil Moore 
gets too carried 
away with self 
congratulations 
following the 
statistics produced 
by Data Unit Wales, 
he should pause a 
second and realise 
that statistics alone 
are not the sole 
measurement as to 
performance of any 
organisation in 
either the public or 
private sector. As 
we all know, 
statistics can prove 
anything! 

What is of greater 
importance is the debate 
and decision-making on 
key areas that have a 
major influence on the 
lives of those for whom 
the organisation claims 
to have responsibility. 

Applying this 
performance indicator, 
the three important 
issues on which the 
council’s decisions have 
proved lamentable are 
housing development, 
the proposal to introduce 
parking charges in the 
principal towns in the 
Vale and local 
government 
organisation. 

With regard to 
housing development, 
the council has 
steadfastly refused to 
justify its decision to 
build almost twice the 
number of new houses 
necessary according to 
original forecasts, even 
though that decision has 
been challenged by 
almost everyone. 

Nor have they 
explained why they 
pursue a cordial 
relationship with the 
various housing 
developers, while 
alienating those 
communities affected by 
the many planning 
applications agreed, by 
refusing to accept 
reasoned argument on 
scaling back some of the 
applications. 

A visit to the high 
streets of all the major 


towns in the Vale 
illustrates the challenge 
faced by retailers to 
survive in the face of 
competition from online 
shops and large retail 
parks. 

Local retailers are 
disappearing at an 
alarming rate with 
closed units increasing 
in number weekly. 

The answer to this 
problem must be to 
minimise business rates 
and to encourage new 
businesses via rate-free 
periods and lower rates. 

The Vale Council is 
proposing the 
introduction of parking 
charges, thus ensuring 
that even driving into 
one of our towns to buy 
a newspaper will result 
in having to pay a 
parking charge for that 
simple purchase. 

Again, the weight of 
people opinion is against 
this proposal but the 
council is, as usual, 
pressing on with its 
illogical plan. 

When it became a 
matter of when, not if, 
there was to be a 
merging of local 
authorities, Coun Moore 
announced that the ideal 
merger for the Vale 
would be with Bridgend 
Council, without doubt 
the most ridiculous 
suggestion imaginable. 

When rightly the 
Welsh Government 
rejected this suggestion 
he accepted that perhaps 
the merger made more 
sense if it was with 
Cardiff Council, 
somewhat of a U-turn. 

Unfortunately, the 
Vale Council and its 
elected councillors have 
lost sight of the fact that 
their role is to provide 
an acceptable range of 
services at a reasonable 
financial cost to those 
who live in the Vale and 
to act as our 
representatives at all 
times.

Darren Farm 
will not reduce 
traffic in town

Developers are 
again busy creating 
so much spin in 
their statements 
that one can get 
quite giddy reading 
it! 

Last April, they said 
they were decreasing the 
density, now they say 
they are increasing the 
density and providing 
extra properties for the 
elderly. This is despite 
the fact that the 
development is so far 
out from town, senior 
citizens will be isolated 
from the shopping and 
other facilities they 
might need, unless they 
have transport. 

Providing cycle paths, 
to go where, Never 
Never Land? 

Now, regarding the 
spin they give in their 
statement on the 
decrease of a 1,000 
vehicles from 
Cowbridge. 

I believe the majority 
of this 1,000 decrease 
results from traffic 
coming down the 
Llantwit Major Road, 
turning left on Westgate 
and turning back to 
Bridgend or onto the by¬ 
pass to Cardiff, and also 
the vehicles coming off 
the by-pass into 
Westgate and turning 
onto the Llantwit Road. 
Living where I do, I 
know the Llantwit Major 
Road is a very busy 
road. Technically these 
vehicles are entering 
Cowbridge, but not 
travelling through 
Cowbridge. 

I attended the 
presentation last 
November in the town 


hall and questioned these 
figures and how they 
were obtained. 
Apparently traffic 
cameras were placed in 
all the entry/exit points 
to Cowbridge and 
monitored 24/7, and the 
figures calculated from 
the readings. 

So far so good, until I 
asked a question; did 
they take into 
consideration the 
increase in vehicles from 
the development? 
Answer, “No, because 
the houses have yet to be 
built so we could not 
include an estimate.” 

The representative 
agreed that a 
conservative estimate 
could be 1.4 cars per 
house giving an extra 
546 in Cowbridge. With 
their increase in the 
number of houses in 
their new proposal, this 
would become 665! 

Their decrease in 
vehicles from 
Cowbridge is now just 
one third of their 
original figure! 

Then there are the 
children attending the 
new primary school, 
some who will no doubt 
be driven there through, 
or should I say from, 
Cowbridge. 

It is also unlikely, due 
to the distance, that 
children from a Darren 
Farm estate will walk to 
the Comprehensive. 

They too will be driven. 
The same applies even 
more so for anyone 
shopping. 

I believe there will be 
an increase of traffic in 
the centre and through 
Cowbridge, not a 
decrease.

Councillors concerned 
by new barrier in Dinas 


ACTION has been promised to 
address a problem caused by 
the barrier at the entrance to 
Parc Bryn y Don, Dinas Powys. 

This follows a meeting at which 
councillors Val Hartrey, Keith Hatton 
and Chris Franks discussed the issue 
with senior Vale staff. 

The erection of the barrier, which 
was quickly erected following the 
departure of Travellers from the 
playing field, was welcomed locally. 
However, it is now creating problems 
for residents and sportspeople. 

Coun Chris Franks said that the 
barriers had prevented an ambulance 
attending to an incident at the 
skatepark: “We understand that a 
teenager broke a leg at the park. 
Unfortunately, the crew could not pass 


under the barrier and had to make their 
way on foot. No doubt the injured 
person had an uncomfortable journey 
back to the ambulance.” 

Coun Hartrey added: “In addition to 
this, many sports people’s vehicles 
cannot safely gain access to the park. 
The result is vehicles parking on the 
main road. Alternatively, residential 
roads are being used which is 
inconveniencing householders.” 

Immediate response emergency 
services will be provided with a key to 
remove the barrier. 

Coun Keith Hatton emphasised that 
a more detailed investigation was 
required to find a permanent solution - 
“This is a complex matter but the 
public expect answers as soon as 
possible.”

PENARTH HOCKEY 
TEAMS GET THEIR 
SEASON UNDERWAY 


PENARTH Hockey 
Club got the 
competitive portion 
of the 2015-16 
season underway in 
Swansea at the 
weekend, but 
almost as 
significant as the 
success down west 
was the return of 
the club’s third XI. 

The influx of players 
over the summer which 
allowed the re-formation 
of the thirds has also 
bolstered both the first 
and second teams and, 
with the senior side on a 
week’s hiatus, it was a 
new-look second XI - 
led by new captain Matt 
Birch - which travelled 
to Swansea for the 
preliminary round of the 
Welsh Cup competition. 

The competition had 
seven teams looking to 
reach the semi-finals by 
finishing in the top two 
after a gruelling round 
robin format, with each 
team playing six half- 
hour games across the 
day.

Despite looking 
comfortable, at 1-0 the 
Vale side was always 
vulnerable to an 
equaliser before Birch 
slapped home a second 
midway through the 
second half to confirm 
victory. 

Penarth’s second 
game saw them facing 
Bridgend, and it was the 
former who dominated 
once again. After a few 
missed opportunities, the 
Bears finally broke the 
deadlock with Tom 
Haran driving through 
from midfield to tap 
home a cross. 

Once in front, Penarth 
piled on the pressure and 
added another two in the 
second half through a 
Birch penalty corner and 
a second for Haran. 

The green machine 
maintained its 100 per 
cent record against a 
good Swansea Bay side 
in a closely-fought 
encounter but, with 
coach Ben Croxall on 
the sideline, it took a 
fightback after a slow 
start saw Penarth under 
the cosh and conceding 
an early goal. 

Having found their 
feet, the visitors started 
playing better hockey, 
and their increased 
pressure eventually led 
to a penalty flick for a 
foul on Romain. Sam

Although Penarth 
controlled the game after 
the whirlwind start, Lane 
wasted the team’s 
second penalty of the 
day, and the game ended 
without any further 
scoring. 

Under pressure 
following the defeat, the 
Bears needed a win 
against Cardiff & Met to 
keep hopes of 
qualification in their 
own hands.

“Many people think a sight test is just about 
checking whether your vision needs correcting 
with glasses or contact lenses. But there are 
other important reasons to have a sight test. A 
regular sight test can help detect eye conditions 
before you notice the effect on your sight, 
including health conditions such as diabetes and 
high blood pressure. 

“NHS eye tests are free for people aged 60 
plus years, for children, for those on income 
related benefit, and those at risk of eye disease 
because of a family history. 

“Having a sight test with an optometrist at 
least once every two years should be part of 


everyone’s health care routine. 

“So this National Eye Health Week - look after 
your eyes and make sure you book yourself and

David Lewis Jones 

one of the most 
versatile steeplechase 
jockeys in history... 



T HIS week’s 
subject from 
Brian Lee’s 
out of print Welsh 
Steeplechase 
Jockeys book 
(Cwmnedd Press, 
1993) is David 
Lewis Jones. 

D L Jones was one of 
the most versatile 
jockeys in the history of 
the turf. Bom in Llanelli 
in 1907, he had no 
family racing 
background. 

The youngest of four 
sons of Thomas Jones, 
of Copperworks Road, 
Llanelli, he learned a lot 
from his father who, as a 
haulier, kept shire 
horses. The local 
butcher’s pony, which he 
used to trot around his 
school’s playground, 
was almost certainly 
Davy’s first ride. 

His uncle being the 
Dean of Wrexham, the 
Jones family had hoped 
that Davy would follow 
him to enter the church 
as a clergyman. 

Davy, however, had 
other ideas and at the 
age of 18, was 
apprenticed to the 
Cheltenham trainer 
Pembrokeshire-bom Ben 
Roberts. A couple of 
months later, in what 
was only his second ride 
in public, Davy notched 
up the first of many, 
many winners on 
Ridgeway in an 
apprentices’ race at 
Worcester. 

This was in 1925, and 
two years later in 1927, 
he made his first trip 
abroad to India. During 
the coming years, Davy 
was to ride winners on 
the racecourses of India, 
America, South Africa, 
Denmark, France, 
Belgium, Ireland, and a 
few other countries 
besides. 

Undoubtedly Davy’s 
greatest moment during 
his long riding career 
was when he won the 
1945 Cheltenham Gold 
Cup on Lord 
Stalbridge’s Red Rower. 

Red Rower, who had 
been third in 1941 and 
second in 1942 (there 
was no race in 1943 or 
1944) with Danny 
Morgan aboard, was 
given a tremendous ride 
by Davy, who conjured 
up a late dash on the 11- 
year-old to win by three 
lengths from Schubert in 
a then record field of 16

The amazing thing 
about the race was that 
Davy had to carry three 
stone of dead weight to 
make the required 12 
stone! 

Freddie Fox, the 
famed flat-race jockey 
turned racing 
correspondent, who was 
not one to throw 
compliments round, was 
full of praise for the 
little Welshman’s riding 
of the horse. 

Davy was equally at 
home riding over-the- 
sticks as he was riding 
on the flat. The same 
season he rode Lord 
Stalbridge’s Red April 
into third place in the 
Champion Hurdle. 

One one occasion at 
Liverpool, he set a 
modem day record when 
riding in the Grand 
National, a hurdle race 
and a flat race during the 
same afternoon. This 
was in 1938, when he 
finished sixth in the 
National on Red Knight 
11 . 

Davy was one of the 
few jockeys to have 
ridden both in the Grand 
National and the Derby. 

When he won the 
Kenya Derby on 12-1 
outsider Verre Dorre at 
the age of 63, the racing 
correspondent of the 
Kenyan Standard wrote: 
“Davy Jones rides with 
the strength and dash of 
a man half his age.” 

One memorable day 
at Cheltenham, he 
landed a brilliant hat- 
trick when successful on 
L’Eldorado (10-1), 
Bachelor’s Hall (100-8) 
and Sincerity (25-1). 

L’Eldorado was 
owned by Mrs Lewis 
(nee Posy Morel) of the 
Vale. 

Bachelor’s Hall by 
Mrs Lewis’s father 
Ralph Morel, the ship 
owner, and Sincerity by 
Major E C Morel, Ralph 
Morel’s brother. 

In the same year, he 
won the 1949 Newbury 
Ring Cup on 100-6 
outsider Coalition. He 
landed a four-timer at 
Hamilton and repeated 
the performance nine 
years later at Chepstow 
when winning on his 
only four rides at the 
meeting. 


Racing history was 
made at Doncaster some 
years ago when the 
photo-finish camera was 
unable to seperate 
Phantom Bridge , ridden 
by Willie Nevett, and 
Davy’s mount 
Resistance. The judge 
declared a dead heat so 
Davy was involved in 
the first photo-finish 
dead heat since the 
camera was introduced 
to British racecourses. 

Davy, who had been a 
tme ambassador for 
Wales in all the 
countries he visited, was 
not the only sportsman 
in the family. His elder 
brother, Harry, won the 
Welsh paper-weight and 
fly-weight 

championships of Wales. 

Davy himself was 
quite a useful boxer too, 
and won a cup in the 
Stable Lads’ tournament 
at the National Sporting 
Club. Davy’s son Buck 
Jones was also a useful 
jockey too. 

Davy was 65 when he 
chalked-up his last 
winner, but continued 
riding out well into his 
70s. 

We go further back 
next time when we take 
a look at Fothergill 
Rowlands, who was one 
of those responsible for 
the revival of 
steeplechasing in the 
1860s.

Wales must show their ruthless 
side against Los Teros minnows 


A ND SO IT BEGINS...the 
eighth Rugby World 
Cup 2015... and all eyes 
will turn to the Millennium 
Stadium, Cardiff at 2.30pm this 
Sunday, September 20, as 
Wales launch their opening bid 
against Uruguay for the 
coveted Webb Ellis trophy in 
Pool A - dubbed the ‘group of 
death’. 

The second smallest nation in 
south America, with a population 
slightly larger than Wales, is more 
noted for its prowess with the round 
ball, having twice won the FIFA 
World Cup - but Los Teros 
(‘Southern Lapwing’) have 
previously managed to qualify for 
only two Rugby World Cups out of 
the seven held since the inaugural 
tournament won by the All Blacks in 
\New Zealand in 1987. 


Notwithstanding the loss of 
several key Welsh players through 
injury, the gulf between the two sides 
should mean that Wales will have too 
much in their armoury for the 
amateur minnows, before moving on 
to a far more severe test against arch 
rivals and hosts England at 
Twickenham just six days later 
(September 26). 

Of course, it is not quite as simple 
as that - and after the recent sobering 
experience against Six Nations 
strugglers Italy at the same ground, a 
reshaped Welsh team cannot afford 
to take even the lowliest opposition 
lightly in a global knockout 
competition where anything can 
happen and every single hard-won 
(or lost) point could prove critical. 

They will be fully aware that a 
win, though essential in Sunday’s 
opening clash, may well be not 
enough if further progress as one of 
the two top teams in this toughest of

Rugby World Cup pools eventually 
comes down to points difference. 

It will call for a clinical 
ruthlessness in dispatching lesser 
opposition that may come naturally 
to the southern hemisphere giants, 
but which Wales have yet to show is 
ingrained in their own rugby psyche. 

Apart from England, ranked fourth 
in the world, they will also have to 
face in-form Australia (ranked 
second) and dangerous outsiders Fiji, 
who are steadily transferring their 
famed sevens expertise to the 15- 
man game - and, if not tightly 
restrained, have proved more than 
capable of upsetting the Welsh 


applecart in the past (mention of 
France 2007 can still bring a 
shudder!). 

Certainly, the wave of optimism 
over Welsh prospects before the 
disappointing autumn ‘warm-ups’ 
that began in August has become 
distinctly more circumspect as the 
casualty list has mounted, with two 
more key world class men, Welsh 
player of the year, scrum half Rhys 
Webb, and kicking points machine 
Leigh Halfpenny following first 
choice centre Jonathan Davies in 
being cruelly ruled out of the 
tournament by injury. Halfpenny’s 
replacement, winger Eli Walker, has 
also been ruled out of the 
tournament, his place going to back- 
rower Ross Moriarty. 

The new mood of realism, 
however, is no bad thing and should 
never be mistaken for pessimism, for 
the spirit and talent in this Welsh 
camp is such that they are fully 


capable of proving doubters in the 
national media wrong and 
overcoming the setbacks - to mount 
a powerful World Cup challenge of 
the kind that took the last tournament 
by storm Down Under in 2011. 

Morale has been boosted by the 
imminent return of two more key 
players to the front-line from injury - 
tight head prop Samson Lee and full 
back Liam Williams - though much 
will depend on how quickly they can 
demonstrate full match fitness after 
their enforced lengthy lay-offs on the 
sidelines. 

Head coach Warren Gatland 
gambled on the pair doing this 
successfully and quickly regaining 
top form by naming them in his 31- 
man squad, and Sunday’s opening 
game could provide the ideal 
opportunity to put this to the test. 

The stage is set. Come on, Wales! J
